Arrangements For The 


Swimming 


Interport 


The meeting convened by the Victoria Recreation 
Club yesterday evening for the purpose of discussing the 
Interport contest against Shanghai this coming September, 
drew a very poor response from the Chinese Clubs of the 


Colony, 


only the Chinese Y.M.C.A. being represented. 


Clubs represented were European Y.M.C.A. and the Army 
and Victoria Recreation Club, : 


Opening the discussion, Mr, S. V. 
Gittins,, (V.R.C, Swimming Con- 
vener) sald the V.R.C, had written 
to the Shanghal Amateur Swimming 
Association earlier in the season ‘and 
ns n result Shanglial had replied, in- 
viting the Colony, through the V.R.C. 
to send a team North cither during 
the first. or second weelc in Septem- 
ber and asking for confirmation of 
the events and method of awarding 


points. 

The V.R.C, replied, accepting the 
invitation and submitted the fallow- 
ing events and method of scoring. 
50, 100, 220, 440 und 880 yards free- 
styte, 100 yards backestrole, 100 
‘yards breast-stroke, fancy diving 
(one metre board), 180 yards (teams 
of three) medley relay, 240 yards 
(teams of four) free-style relay and 
water-polo. Methed of scoring will 
be 5, 3.and 1 for first, second and 
third places, repectively, and 5. points 
for the relays and water-polo. 

Mr. D. F. Lopes satd that If the 
Intcrport was to ba held during the 
first fortnight in September, the 
Colony Champlonships would natural- 
ly have to be brought forward and 
he suggested they be held about 
August 15. These Colony Champlon- 
ships would also help determine the 
Interport team, although final selec 
tlons would be made by a Selection 
Committee to be elected later. 

Mr. Gittins then pointed out that 
the question of financing the Inter- 
port team was a problenr which 
would. have to be faced ‘immediately. 
It_was. proposed _. that, the gate ren 
celpts from Interport trial mectings 


be retained to form o special Inter-- 


port fund, although the main travel- 
ling expenses for cach sw. 
selected would have to be borne 
by the Club for whom he or they 
represent. Selected swimmers would 
only have to pay for thelr passages 
as Shanghai guaranteed oll other ¢x- 
penses while acting as hosts,

Lt, Mann, who was _ representing

points. , 

The V.R.C. replied, accepting the 
invitution and submitted the follow- 
Ing events and method of scoring. 
50, 100, 220, 440 und 880 yards free- 
style, 100 yards baclestroke, 100 
yards brenst-stroke, fancy diving 
(one metre board), 190 yards (teams 
of three) medley relay, 240 yards 
(teams of four) free-style relay and 
water-polo. Method * of scoring will 
be 5,3 and 1 for first, second and 
third places, repectively, and 5 points 
for the relays and water-polo. : 

Mr. D. F. Lopes said that if the 
Interport was to be held during the 
first fortnight in September, the 
Colony Championships would natural-. 
ly have, to be brought forward and 
he suggested they be held gbout 
August 15, These Colony Champion- 
ships would also help determine the 
Interport team, although final selec- 
tions would be made by a Selection 
Committee to be’ elected later.

Prior represented the petitioner 
creditor Lay Kan-fat, the estate of 
Kwan King-chung, and Lee Choa- 
shee. AJL of them were creditors, 

. Unrescrvedly Withdrawn 

Mr. Andrewes said: 

*‘eyour Lordship, will recollect that 
at the last hearlng. before your Lord- 
ship, m friends interposed when 1 
Was tadldeessing the Court and In the 
discussion which followed certain 
statements were made which un- 
fortunately have led to some mis~ 
understunding. I om anxious, my 
Lord. to do what I can to dispel that 
misunderstanding for which perhaps 
1 must accept some responsibility and 
1 desire to avail myself of this op- 
portunity to state that I unreservedly 
withdraw any statement of mine 
which may appear to have suggested 
that I was imputing dishonesty lo any 
of the creditors. 

My complaints in these procecdinns 
—ipurt from the conduct of the 
debtor which I shall deal with 
separately—-are limited to. allexations 
of irregularities on the part of certain 
creditors: and while I expressly dis- 
claim any suggestion of fraud or dis- 
honesty against these creditors, their 
conduct has, in my submission, been 
so irregular as to lead your Lordship 
to the conclusion that this banisruptcy 
was jn substance though not. in form 
a bankruptcy for the benefit of the 
debtor. Once 


if the debtor had presented the 
petition himself. he could not have 
succeeded because he could not have 
entisfled the Court that he was an 
honest man. : 
Alleged Irregularitics 

Now in these circumstances It will 
be npparent to your Lordship that 
certnin matters referred to in my re~ 
port will have no bearing upon the 
matters which your Lordship has to 
decide, and it will only be necessary 
therefore for your Lordship to con- 
sider those statements in my report 
which establish; 

(1) Irregularities on. the part of 
certain of tha friendly ereditors; and 

(2) thht the debtor™ not an 
honest man. 

It will. be convenient therefore if 
I summarize to your Lordship, first 


d{what In my submission, these irregu- 


larities are; and secondly the facts and 
circumstances upon which I rely, lo 
shew that the debtor was dishonest. 

These irregularities concern three 
friendly creditors—Kwan Kini Shun 
(now deceascd), Tang Shiu Kin and 
the Procurator, and the irregularity 
conplained of in each of these three 
cases js of the same character, al- 
though there may be differences in 
depree, In cach case the netion of 
the creditor was calculated to as- 
sist ‘the debtor by reducing the total 
abilities and thus enabling the 
debtor to. deposit n far Icss sum to 
sntisfy the 15 per cent, rule ‘than 
would have been the case if the fujl 
Inbilitles had been disclosed. 

The creditor Kwan King Shun, for 
example, agreed not to prove a debt 
of $30,000 -nnd tn fact died without 
filing his proof but his executor 
proved-for—It -on-7(h-June,—1037,_by. 
which time the figure on which the 
15 per cent. deposit was calculated, 
had already been determined on the 
bnsis that oll inbilities had been dis- 
closed. This is not a matter of mere 
Inference, because the debtor himself 
made an admission to me personally 
on 20th ‘December, 1937, that this 
was the object of Kwan In ogrecing 
not to prove, and I am in a position 
to preduce to your Lordship docu- 
mentary evidence of this fact. 

The case. of Tang resembles 
fiwan's in this respect, that Tang 


stntentionally delayed proving a debt;

To substantiate 
this ollegation, it is unnecessary for 
me to do more than refer your Lord- 
ship to a very pertinent admission 
mnude by the debtor himself to your 
Lordship a few weeks go, during 
his examination on 18th May.

Three German Jew refugees who 
were expelled from the Colony early 
In the month appeared before Mr, 
R. Edwards at the Central Magistracy 
‘again this morning, charged with 
breaches of the Passport Ordinance, 

Defendants were Alfred Aufang, 
Rudoff Israel Kuttner, and ‘his wife, 
Allce Sora Kuttner, They -were 
charged with entering the Colony on 
June 23 without a valld passport. 

Hearing of the case against Aufang 
\wan adjourned: until to-morrow. He 
had a passport but hii no visa for, 
Hongkong, 

Anyobjection to the interpreter, 
who wes also'n refugee here, was 
inade by Aufang, who said that, from 
post experience, refugees. usually 
made trouble for one another. 

Second defendant solid. he. had a 
passport for Hongkong, but had no 
Masa, He had to leave Swatow be- 
cnuse of the bombarding. 

Det.~Sergeant P, H, Loughlin, who 
prosecuted, said defendant first came 
to Hongkong at the beginning of May, 
and was assisted ‘by the Jewish ‘Re- 
fugtee Society. He later. refused to 
Jeave Hongkong, and on. expulsion 
order was made ogalnst him. , 

The Jewish Refugee Socicty again 
went to thelr assistance, and pald for 
thelr cabin passage to Shanghai.
